Dr. Popenoe Cites Necessary | 
Steps for Adults at Alta | 
Loma Meeting 





Of interest to many is the ad-| 


dress delivered by Dr. Paul Po- 
penoe at the Alta Loma school 
house Monday night. He spoke 


on “Growing Up Emotionally.” 
The meeting was sponsored by the 
Alta Loma Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciation. Excerpts of his address 
follow: 

“Many people are grown up 
physically and even intellectually, 
but are still very childish in emo- 
tional development. 

“Among the traits that mark the 
adult off from the child, self-con- 
trol through formation of habits 
is particularly important. Inde- 
pendence—ability to manage one’s 
own affairs prudently—is also of 
great value. 

“A socialized attitude is also 
characteristic. The individual is 
no longer self-centered and egois- 
tical like a baby, but realizes that 
he is a member of society, with 


responsibilities and obligations 
He has learned teamwork and co- 
operation. 


“His attitudes must also be soc- 
jalized. Goethe remarked that you 
can judge a man’s character by 
asking what he finds humorous; it 
ig also true that you can judge a; 
man’s character by what he finds 
hateful. The child hates things.)
